
RICHMOND — Mrs. Angelica 
Schuyler Goffman, 35, wife of 
Dr. Erving Goffman, Univer¬ 
sity of California professor of 
sociology, leaped to her death 
from the upper deck of the Rich- 
ffiond-Sa nRafael Bridge toctey— 
The California Highway Pa¬ 
trol said Mrs. Goffman "aban¬ 
doned her car about midway 
across the span, left two notes 
and instructions to notify her 
husband, then leaped to the wa¬ 
ter below. 


Her empty car was checked 
by bridge painter Clvde Can- 
right, 31, of 983 Frederick Road, 
j San Leandro. He found the notes 
in her purse inside the car. 

Mrs. Goffman’s body was re¬ 
covered about 10 a.m. by a 
i bridge crew in a small boat. 

The Contra Costa County cor¬ 
oner’s office identified the body 
as Mrs. Goffman, of 2805 Hil- 
gard Ave., Berkeley. 

Dr. Goffman, 42, with the Uni¬ 
versity Department of Sociology 
since 1958, is the author of sev¬ 
eral works in that field.

Shortly after, an empty car 
registered to Air Force T-Sgt. 
James T. Gay ton, 38, was dis¬ 
covered on the lower westbound 
deck. 


The California Highway Pa¬ 
trol said Gayton was missing 
from Hamilton Air Force Base, 
where he lived with his wife, 
Evelyn, and three children.

Identification was made 
through dental charts, according 
to Deputy Coroner Charles Ryan. 

Mrs. Takaesu lived at 699 Ar- 
imo St., Oakland, and is sur¬ 
vived by her husband, James;

The body was sighted at 6:30 
p.m. yesterday by Dayton 
Speech, 30, of 404 Maine Ave. 
while he was fishing off the foot 
of South 26th St. 







ANTIOCH — A man identi¬ 
fied as Louis Frank Fernandes, 
37, well known focal real estate 
man, was found dead in San 
Francisco Bay Saturday by the 
Coast Guard afterVhe apparent¬ 
ly leaped from thei Richmond- 
gan-Rafa el Bridg e —' 

A woman motorist, westbound 
on the upper deck of the bridge, 
told San Rafael police she saw 
a man leap over the rail at 
2:10 p.m. The body of Fernan¬ 
des was found in the water at 
3:15. 

California Highway Patrolmen 
said they found two notes in 
Fernandes’ abandoned car in 
the westbound lanes of the 
bridge. One note, addressed to 
his wife, Patricia, read: 

“Sorry. Big heart, little 
mind.” 

It was signed by Fernandes. 

The other note was written 
on a brown paper bag and said 
only: 

“Mafia it was.” 

This was followed by the 
word, “God.” 

And then: 

“I had choice. I don’t know. 
Just be good.” 

It was not signed. 

He is the fifth known suicide 
from the bridge. 

Fernades grew up in the An- 
tioch-Oakley area, and was a 
partner in the Antioch Western 
Auto store with his father-in- 
law for a time, and then opened 
the Fernandes Realty Co. at 
19th and C Streets here. 

He had been separated from 
his wife for about two months, 
and they had five children.
